SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video slick Extrem 60 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

It appears to comprise the spine and back cover of a video slick. The content of the 
publication strongly degrades and dehumanises women. This occurs as a result of 
depictions which present women as pliable sexual objects for male pleasure. The 
depictions include close focus images of genitalia and sexual activity such as fellatio, 
anal intercourse, and the insertion of a hand into an anus. In view of its highly 
dehumanising and degrading content, the Classification Office considers that the 
availability of the publication is likely to be injurious to the public good. The content of 
the publication has been weighed against the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
